States 1s the proprie'or of a large pornon 
of the Lands included in tre hapsts ot the 
State of Kansas as deped by this Consti 
tution; and whereas tae State at Kansas 
will possess the ji tht to tan scil sands for 
purposes of government, aod for o ber pur- 
poses, Now, thieieloro, he qt ordained by 


the people of Kansas, imet the naht 
ofthe State of FLansas ta tax -uch sands, 
i$ rehnquished forever, and the State 


of Kanses wil not interiore with the ntle of 
the United itates to such. lands, nor with 
any regulation of Cong ess on relation 
thereto, nor tax non.res tents oghes inan 
residents; Proviney always, that vie sol 
jow.ne conditions be agreed to b. Cou 
Cress

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BILL OF RIGHTS. 


Section l. Atl men are possessed of 
equal and tnalienable natural rights, 
among which are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

Szc. 2. All political power 1s inherent 
in the people, and all free governments 
are founded on their authority, and are 
instituted for their equal protection and 
benefit No special privileges or 1mmu- 
nities shall ever be granted by the Legis- 
lature, which may not be altered, revoked 
or repealed by the same body, and this 
power shall be exercised by no other tri- 
bunal or agency, 

Sec 3 The people have the right to 
assemble, in a peaceable manner, to con- 
sult tor their common good, to instruct 
their representatives, and to petition the 
government, or any department thereof, for 
the redress of grievances. 

Sec. 4 The people have the right to 
bear arms for their defence and security, 
but stand.ng armies, 1n time of peace, are 
dangerous to liberty, and shall not be tol- 
erated, and the military shall be in strict 
subordination to the civil power. 

Sec. 5. The right of trial by jury shall 
be inviolate. 

Sec. 6. There shall be pno slavery in 
this State; and no involuntary servitude, 
except for the punishment of crime, where- 
of the party shall have been duly con- 

icted. 
od 7. The right to worship God 
according to the dictates of conscience 
shall never be infringed , nor shall anv 
person be compelled to attend or support 
any form of worship; nor shall any con- 
trol of, or interference with the rights of 
conscience be permitted, nor any prefer- 
ence be given by law to any religious es- 
tablishment or mode of worship. No re- 
ligieus test or property qualification shall 
be required for apy office of public trust, 
nor for any vote at any election, nor shall 
any person be incompetent to testify on 
account of religious behef. 

Szo. 8 The nght to the writ of habeas 
corpus shall not be suspended, unless the 


public safety requires it 1n case of inva- 
sion or rebellion. 

Sec. 9. All persons shall be bailable by 
sufficient sureties except for capital of- 
fences, where proof 1s evident or the pre- 
sumption great. E-cessive bail shall not 
be required, nor exessive fines imposed, 
nor cruel or unusual punishment inflicted. 

Sec 10 In all prosecutions, the 
accused shall be allowed to appear and 
detend in person, or by counsel, to de- 
mand the nature and cause of the accusa- 
tion against him ; to meet the witness face 
to face, and to have compulsory process tu 
compel the attendance of witnesses in his 
behalf, and a speedy public trial by anım- 
partial jury ot the county or district in 
which the offence is alleged to have been 
committed. No person shall be a witness 
against himself, or be twice put in Jeo- 
pardy for the same offence 

Src 11. The liberty of the press 
shall be inviolate and all persons may 
freely speak, wiite or publish their senti- 
ments on all subjects, being responsible 
for the abuse of such right. and in ail 
civil or criminal acuons for libel, the truth 
may be given in evidence to the jury, and 
if it shall appear that the alleged libelous 
inatter was published for justifiable ends, 
the accused party shall be acquitted. 

Sxe. 12. No person shall be transported 
from the State for any offence committed 
within the same, and no conviction in 
the State shall work a corruption of blood 
or forfeiture of estate. 

Sec. 13. Treason shal! consist only 
in levying war against the State, ad- 
hering to its enemies, or giving them 
aid and comfort. No person shall be con- 
victed of treason unless on the evidence 
of two witnesses to the overt act, or con- 
fession in open coutt. 

Sec. 14. No soldier shall, in ume of 
peace, be quartered in any house without 
the consent of the occupant, nor in tune 
of war, except as prescribed by law. 

Sec. 15, The right of the people to be 
secure in their persons and property 
against unreasonable searches and seiz-

Sie 16 No person shall be impris- 
oned tur debt except in cases of fraud.

Sic 15. All persons, for injuries suf- 
fered i10 person, reputatuon or property, 
shad have remedy by due course of law, 
and ^ustice administered vithout delay 

Se 39 No hereditary emoluments, 
houor- or privileges shall ever be granted 
er cuuterred by the State 

S«c 20. This cnctaeiatiun. of rights 
shal. uot be construed to impair or deny 
other~ retained by the people, and all pow- 


grs ot herein delegated remain with the 
people

EXECUTIVE 


Siegon 1 The Executuve Department 
shall consist of a Crovernor, Lieutenant 
Jove nor, Secretary of State. Auditor, 
Éreasuier, Attorney General, and Super- 
nter, lent of Publie lustruction ; who shall 
3 chosen by the electors of the State at 
he time and place of voting for members 
Mihe Legislature, and shall hold their 
fives tor the term of two years ftom the 
iécoud Monday of January, next after 
heir election, and until their successors 
ire elected and qualified, 
zSec. 2, Until otherwise provided by 
aw, an abstract of the returns of every 
lection, for the officers named m the 
oregoiug section, shall be sealed up and 
án nited by the Clerks of the Boards of 
Dpnvasseis of the several Counties, to the 
Secretary of State, who, with the Lieu- 
gnant Governor and Attorney General, 
tall constitute a board of State Canvass- 
sfs, whose duty 1 shall be to meet at the 
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State Capital on the second Tuesday of 
December succeeding each election for 
State Officers and canvass the vote for 
such officers and proclaim the result ; but in 
case any two er more have an equal and 
the highest number of votes, the Legisla- 
ture shall by joint ballot choose one of said 
persons so having an equal and the highest 
number of votes for said office. 

Sec 3 ‘The supreme executive power 
of the State shall be vested in a Gover- 
nor. who shall see that the laws are faith- 
fully executed. 

Sec. 4. [le mav require formation 
in writing from the officers of the execu- 
uve department, upon any subject relaung 
to their respective duties i 

Sec 5 He may. on extraordinary 
occasions, convene the Legislature by 
proclamation and shall, at the cominence- 
ment of every session, Communicate in 
witng such inforinaton as he may 
possess in reference to the condition of the 
State, and recommend such measures as 
he may deem expedient 


Sec. 6 In case of disagreement be- 
tween the two houses in respect to the ume 
of adjournment, he may adjourn the Leg- 
islature to such time as he may think 
proper, not beyond its regular meet- 
ing. 

Src. 7 The pardoning power shall be 
vested in the Governor, under regulations 
and restrictions prescribed by law. 


Sec. 8. There shall be a seal of the 
State, which shall be kept by the Governor, 
and used by him officially ; and which 
shall be the great seal of Kansas. 


Sec. 9. All commissions shall be issued 
in the name of the State of Kansas : signed 
by the Governor, countersigned by the See- 
retary of State, and sealed with the Great 
Seal. 


Sec. 10. No member of Congress, or 
offieer of the State or of the United States, 
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shall hold .ne office of Governor, except es 
herein provised 

Sec. 11. Jn case of the death, 1m- 
peachment, resignation, removal or other 
disability of the Governor, the power and 
duties of the office for the residue of the 
term, or until the disability shall be remov- 
ed. shall devolve upon the President of the 
Senate 

Src. 12. The Lieutenant Governor 
shall be President of the Senate, aud shall 
vote only when the Senate 1s equally 
divided e Senate shall choose a Presi. 
dert pro tempore to presidein case of his 
absence or impeachment. or when he shall 
hold the office of Governor. 

Src 13 If the Lieutenant Governor, 
while holding the office of Governor shall be 
impeached or displaced. or shall resign or 
die, or otherwi-e become incapable of per- 
forming the duties of the office the Presi- 
dent of the Senate shall act as Governor 
until the vacancy 1s filled orthe disability 
removed , aud if the President of the Sen- 
ate, for any of the above causes, shall be 
rendered incapoble of performing the du 
ues pertaining to the office of Governor, 
the same shall devolve upon the Speaker 
of the House ot Representatives

Should either the Secretary 
Auditor, Treasurer, Attorney 
Superintendent of Public In. 
struction, become incapable of performing 
the duties of his office for any of the causes 
specified in the thirteenth section of this 
Article, the Governor shall fill the vacancy 
until the disability 15 removed, or a suc. 
cessor 1s elected and quahfied Every 
such vacancy shall be filled by election, 
at the first general election that occurs 
more than thirty days after ıt shall have 
happened; and the person chosen shall 
hold the oifice for the unexpired term. 

Bec. 15. The officers mentioned in 
this article shall, at stated times, receive 
for their services a compensation to be es. 
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tablished by law, which shall neither be 
increased nor diminished during the period 
for which they shall have been elected 
Sec 16. The officers of the execunve 
department. and of all public State insti 
tutions, shall, at least ten days preceding 
each regular session of tne Legislature, 
severally report to the Governor who sha} 
transmit such reports to the Leg.sla*ure 


ARTICLH II 
LEGISLATIVE. 
Src1ion 1. The Legislative power of this 


State shall be vested in a House o* Repre- 
sentatives and Senate 


Sec 2 [he first House of Repres -mtu- 
tives under this Constitution shall consist o7 
seventy five members, who shall be chosen 
for one year. The firs: Senate shail con- 
sist of twenty five members, wno shail be 
chosen fortwo years — Aftei the firs elec 
lion, the number of Senators and members 
of the House «f Representatives shall be 
regulated by law, but shall never ex eeg 
one huudied Representauves and trty 
three Senators. 


Sec. 3. The members ot the Lessla- 
ture shall receive as Compensation for ther 
services the sum ot three dollars tor each 
day's actual service at any regular or spe 


cial session, and filteen cents for each mile . 


traveled by the usual route in going to and 


returmng from the place of meeting ; bw 


such compensation shall notin the aggre 
gate exceed the sum of two hundred and - 
torty dollars for each member as per diem | 
allowance tor the first session hejd under * 
this Constitution, nor more than one hum - 
dred and fifty dollars for each session there < 
after, nor more than ninety dollars for any ; ; 
special session. i 
Sec 4 No person shall be a member? 
of the Legislature who is not at tae time? 
of his election a qualified voter of, and a} 


resident in, the county or district for which + 
he 1s elected. `

Sec 5 No member oí Congress or 
officer of the United States shall be eligible 
to a seat inthe Lemslature If any per. 
son after his election to the Legislature, 
be elected to Congress or elected or ap. 
pointed to any office under the United 
States his acceptance thereof shall vacate 
his seat. 

Suc 6. No person convicted of em- 
bezslemeut or mususe of the publie funds 
shall have a seat in the Legislatuie 

Sic 7 All State officers before en. 
tering upon their respective duties. shall 
take and subscribe an oath or affirmation 
to support the Constitution of the United 
States and the Constitution of this State. at d 
faithfully to discharge the duties of then 
respective offices 


SEC. 8. A majority of each House shal! 
constitute a quorum Each Wouse shall 
establish its own rules $ and shall be judge 
of the elections, returns and qualifications 
of its own members, 

Suc 9 All vacancies occuring in either 
louse shal: be filled fo. the uuexpied tenn 
by election. 

Stc 10 Pach House shall keep and 
publish a journal of its proceedings The 
yeas and nays shail be taken and entered 
immediately on the journal, upon the 
final passage of every bill or joint resolu- 
tion. Neither House, without the consent 
of the ether, shall adjourn for more than 
two days, Sundays excepted. 

Sec. 11. Any member of either House 
shall have the right to protest against any 
act or resolution ; and such protest shall. 
without delay or alteration, be entered on 
the journal. 

Sec. 12. All bills shall originate in the 
House of Representatives, and be subject 
to amendment or rejection by the Senate. 

Sec. 13. A majority of all the members 
elected to each House, voting in the affirm- 
ative, shall be necessary to pass any bill 
or join? resolution. 
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Sec 14 Every bill and joint resolution 
passed bv the House of Representatives 
and Senate, shall, within two days there- 
after, be signed by the presiding officers, 
and presented to the Governor, if he ap- 
prove, he shall sign 1t; but if noi, he shall 
return it to the House of Representatives, 
which shall enter the objections at large 
upon its journal and proceed to reconsider 
the same ff, after such reconsideration 
two-thirds of the members elected shall 
agree to pass the bill o: resolunon or 
shall be sent, with the objections, to the 
Senate, by which it shall likewise be re- 
considered , and if approved by two thirds 
of all the members elected. it shall become 
a law. But in all such cases, the vote shall 
be taken by yeas aud nays, and entered 
upon the journal» of each House ft any 
bill shall not be returned within three days, 
(Sundays excepted,) after it shal! have 
been presented to the Governor, it shall 
become a law iu tike taauner as if he had 
signed it. unless the Legislature, by its 
alournment, prevent itə return, in which 
case it shall not become a law 

Sec. 15 Every bill shall be read on 
thee separate days in each House, un- 
less in case of emerzencs ‘Two-thirds of 
the House where such bill is pe ding may, 
if deemed expedient, suspend tne rules ; 
but the reading of the bill by sectious, on 
its final passage, shall in no casebe dis- 
pensed with, 

Sec, 16. No bill shall contain more 
than one subject, which shall be clearly 
expressed in its title, and no law shall be 
revived or amended, unless the new act 
contain the entire act revived, or the sec- 
tion or sections amended, and the section 
or sections so amended shall be repealed. 

Sec. 17. Alllaws of a general nature 
shall have a uniform operation throughout 
the State; and in all cases where a gen- 
erallaw can be made applicable. no special 
law shall be enacted. 
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: Jature of the State of Kansas ,”’ 


. Sec. 18. “All power to grant divorces, is 
vested in the District Courts, subject to 
regulation by law 

Sec. 19. The Legislature shall pre- 
scribe the time when 1t» acts shall be in 
force, and shall provide for the speedy 


' pubheation of the same; and no law of a 


general nature, shall be in force until the 
same be published It shall have the 
power to provide for the election or ap- 
pointment of all officers, and the filling of 
all vacancies not otherwise provided for in 
this Constitution 

Sec. 20 ‘The enacung clause of all 
laws stall be + He it enacted by the Legis- 
and no law 
shall be enacted except by vill. 

Sec. 21. The Legislature may confer 
upon tribunals transacung the county busi- 
ness of the several counties, such powers 
of local legislation and administration as it 
shall deem expedient. 

Sec 22. For any speech or debate in 
either House, the members shall not be 
questioned elsewhere. No member of the 
Legislature shall be subject to arrest—e«- 
cept for felony or breach of the peace—in 
going to, or returning from, the place ot 
meeting, or during the continuance of the 
session ; neither shall hé be subject to the 
service of any civil process during the 
‘session, nor for fifteen days previous to :ts 
commencement. . 

Sea. 23. The Legislature, in providing 
for the formation and regulation of schools, 
ghall make no distinction between the rights 
of males and females. 

Sec 24. No money shall be drawn 
from the treasury, except in pursuance ot 
a-specific appropriation made by law; and 
no appropriation shall be for a longer term 
than one Year. 

' Sec. 25. - All sessions of the Legislature 
Shall be'held at the State Capital, and all 
regular sessions shall corom/ence annually 
ontlie'sécond Tuesday of January. 


Sec. 26. The Legislature shail provide 
for taking an enumeration of the inhabr. 
tants of the State at least once in ten years 
The first enumeration shall be taken in 4 
D. 1865. 


Sec 27. "The House ot Repiesentatves 
shall have the sole power to Impeach — All 
impeachments shall be tried by the Senate, 
and when situng for tnat purpose. the Sen 
ators shall take an oath to do Justice ac 
cording to the law and the evidence = No 
person shall ve convicted witnout tue con 
currence of two-tnirds o 
elected. 


Sec 98 The (Governor aud all eser 
officers under this Constitunon. stall ve 
subject to impeachment tor any msie- 
meanor in office but judgment in all sach 
cases shall not be extended further tha’. to 
removal trom office and disqualification to 
hold any office et profit, honor or trast 
under this Constitnion. but the pects 
whether acquitted or convicted, sii ie 
hable to indictment. uial. judgmes ct!

ARTICLE III 


JUDICIAL. 

Section] The Judicial power nek 
State shall be vested ina supreme s. n 
district courts. probate courts, pacthes cf 
the peace, and such other courts ie iioc 


to the supreme court, as may be pros ud 
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by law; and all courts of record sd 


have a seal to be used in the aulici 5 a- 
tion of all process 


Sec, 2. The Supreme Court shall con- 
sist of one chief justice and two  assoc.ate 
justices (a majority of whom shall consu- 
tute a quorum), who shall be elected by the 
electors of the State at large. and wnose 
term of office, after the first, shall be six 
years. At the first, election, a chief justice 
shall be chosen for six years, one associate 


justice for four years, and one for iwo 
years 
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Sec 3. The supreme court shall have 
original jurisdiction in proceedings in quo 
warrianto, mandamus, and habeas corpus, 
and such appellate jurisdiction as may be 
provided by law. It shall hold, one term 
each year at the seat of government and 
such other terms at such places as may be 
provided by law, and its jurisdiction shall 
be co-extensive with the State 

Sec. 4. There shall be appointed, by 
the justices of the supreme court, a reporter 
and elerk of said court, who shall hold their 
offices two years. and whose duties shall be 
prescribed by law. 

Sec ð. The S:ate shall be divided into 
five judicial districts, m each of which 
there shall be elected, by the electors 
thereof, a district judge, who shall hold 
his office for the term of four years. Dais- 
trict courts shall be held at such times and 
places as may be provided by law. 

Sec 6 The district courts shall have 
such jurisdiction in their respecuve dis- 
tricts dy may be provided by law. 

Scc 7. There shall be elected in each 
organized county, a clerk of the district 
vourt, who shail hold his office two yeats, 
and whose duties shall be prescribed by 
law 

Sic S There shall be a probate court 
1n each county, which shall be a court of 
record, and have such probate jurisdiction 
and care of estates of deceased persons, 
minors. and per-ons or unsound minds, as 
may be presciibed by law. and shall have 
rurisdiction in cases of habeas corpus. This 
court shall consist of one judge, who shall 
be elected by the qualified voters of the 
county and hold his office two yeais. He 
shall be his own clerk, and shall hold court 
at such times and receive for compensa- 
uou such fees as may be prescribed by 
law. i 

Sec. 9. Two justices of the peace shall 
be elected in each township, whose term 
of office shall be two years, and whose 
powers and duties shall be prescribed by 
law. The number of justices ofthe:peace 
may be increased in-any township by law. 

Sec 10. All appeals from probate courts 
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and justices of the peace sball be to the 
district court. 

Sec. 11. All the judicial officers pro- 
vided for by this article shall be elected at 
the first election under this constitu- 
tion, and shall reside in their respective 
townships, counties or districts during their 
respective terms of office. In case of va- 
cancy 1h any judicial office, it shall be 
filled by appointment of the governor until 
the next regular election that shall occur 
more than thirty days after such vacancy 
shall have happened. 


Sec. 12. All judicial officers shail hold 
their offices until their successors shall 
have qualified. 


Sic. 13. The justices of the supreme 
court and judges of the district courts shall, 
at stated times, receive for their services 
such compensation as may be provided by 
law, which shail not be increased during 
their respective terms of office: Provided, 
Such compensation shall not be less than 
fifteen hundred dollars to each 1ustice. or 
judge,each year.and such justices or judges 
shall receive no fees or perquisites nor 
hold any other office of profit or trust un- 
der the authority of the State, or the 
United States, during the term of office 
for which such justices and judges shall be 
elected, nor practice law in any of the 
courts in the State during their contuunu- 
ance in office. 


Src. 14. Provision may be made by law 
for the increase of the number of judicial 
di tricts whenever two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of each house shall éoncur.— 
Such districts shall be formed of compact 
territory and bounded by county hnes, and 
such increase shall not vacate the office of 
any judge. T A ; 

Sec. 15. Justices of the supreme court 
and judges of the district courts may be 
removed froin office by resolution of both 
houses, 1f two-thirds * of the^merribers of 
each house concur. But no stich-reinioval 
shall be«-made except upon - complaint,:thee 
substance of whieh shall be entered upon 
the journal, nor until the party charged 
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shall have had notice and opportunity to be 
heard. E 


Sec. 16. The several justices and judges 
of the couits of record in this State shall 
have such jurisdiction at chambers as may 


be provided by law. 


Sec. 17. The style of all process shall 
be “The State of Kansas,” and all prose- 
cations shall be carried cn in the name 
of the State. 


Sec. 18. Until otherwise provided by 
law, the first district shall consist of the 
counties of Wyandot, Leavenworth, Jef- 
ferson and Jackson. The second district 
shall consist of the counties of Atchison. 
Doniphan, Brown, Nemaha, Marshal! and 
Washington. The third district shall con- 
sist of the counties of Pottawattome, 
Riley, Clay, Dickinson, Davis, Waubon- 
see and Shawnee. The fourth district 
shall consist of the counties of Douglas, 
Johnson, Lykins, Franklin. Anderson, 
Linn, Bourbon and Allen. The fifth dis- 
t.ict shail consist of the counties of Osage, 


‘Coffer, Woodson, Greenwood, Madison, 


Breckenridge Morris, Chase, Butler and 
Hunter. 


Sec. ]9. New or unorzanized counties 
shall, by law, be attached for judicial pur-

Sept. 4, A. D. 1841, and all estates of 
persons dying without heir or will, and 
such per cent. as may be granted by Con- 
gress, on the sale of lands in this State, 
shall be the common property of the State, 
and shall be a perpetual school fund, 
which shalt not be diminished, but the 
interest of which, together with all the 
rents of the lands, and such other means 
as the Legislature may provide, by tax or 
otherwise, shall be inviolably appropriated 
to the support of co.nmon schools.

RESOLUTIONS. : 


Tiew, That the Congress of the 
United States is hereby requested, upon 
the application of Kansas for admission 
into the Union, to pass an aet granting 
to the State forty-five hundred thousand 
acres of land to aid in the construction 
of railroads and other internal improve- 
ments. 

Resolved, That Congress be further re. 
quested to pass an act appropriating fifty 
thousand acres of land for the improve- 
ment of the Kansas River from its mouth to 
Fort Riley. 
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Resolved, That Congress be further 
requested to pass an act granting ait 
swamp lands within the State lor the bene- 
fit of common schools. 

Resolved, That Congress be further 
requesied to pass an act appropriating five 
bundred thousand dollars, or in dieu there- 
of five hundred thousand acres of land. 
for the pajment of the clams awarded 
to citizens of Kansas by the Claim Com- 
missioners appointed by the Governor 
and Legislature of Kansas under an act of 
the "l'intonal Legislature passed 7th 
February, 1859. 

Resolved, that the Legislature shall 
make provision for the sale or disposal of 
the lands granted to the State in aid of 
internal improvements aud for other pur- 
poses, subject to the same rights of pre 
emption to the seltlers thereon as are now al- 
lowed by law to settlers on the public lands. 

Resolved, Thatit is the desire of the peo- 
ple of Kansas to be admitted into the 
Union with this Constitution. 

Resolved, That Congress be further 
requested to assume the debt of this Ter. 
ritory.
